^Jhe  Medical  Center's  year  of  unprece- 
dented growth  in  facilities  and  services  is 
palpable  on  campus,  in  the  city,  and 
throughout  the  region.  New  space,  new 
programs  and  new  partnerships  have 
changed  both  the  imprint  and  the  impact 
of  UMass  and  enhanced  its  capacity  to 
serve  patients,  healthcare  professionals 
and  communities,  in  the  region  and 
statewide. 


Children's  Medical  Center 


A  closer  look  at  the  most  notable  areas  of 
growth  and  change  begins  on  the  main 
campus,  where  UMMC  announced 
development  of  the  Children's  Medical 
Center  (CMC),  which  is  critically  impor- 
tant to  meeting  the  region's  needs  in 
healthcare  for  children.  A  "hospital  within 
a  hospital,"  it  welcomes  patients  whose 
health  problems  require  specialists  dedi- 
cated solely  to  the  care  of  children. 


The  CMC  provides  a  full  range  of  ser- 
vices offered  through  departments  such  as 
pediatrics,  medicine,  psychiatry,  orthope- 
dics, radiology  and  surgery. 

Each  year,  nearly  3,000  children  are 
admitted  to  the  hospital's  pediatric  inpa- 
tient and  intensive  care  units.  The  newly 
renovated  seven-bed  ICU  and  four-bed 
ICA  (intermediate  care  area)  have  expan- 
ded CMC's  capacity  to  care  for  critically 
ill  children.  For  even  the  smallest  infant, 
a  state-of-the-art  system  provides  detailed 
monitoring  of  respiratory  rate,  blood 
pressure,  temperature  and  more  than  a 
dozen  other  physiological  indicators. 
More  than  27,000  children  visit  CMC 
outpatient  clinics  yearly,  and  more  than  a 
third  of  them  require  ongoing  care  for 
chronic  disorders.  Another  15,000 
children  are  cared  for  in  the  UMass 
Emergency  Department,  the  only  one  in 
Central  Massachusetts  staffed  by  pediatric 
emergency  specialists  24  hours  a  day. 

"Development  of  the  Children's  Medical 
Center  is  a  natural  outgrowth  of  UMass 
Hospital's  continuing  role  as  the  primary 
medical  facility  for  treatment  of  severely 
and  chronically  ill  infants,  children  and 
adolescents  in  Central  Massachusetts," 
notes  Evan  Charney,  MD,  professor  and 
chair  of  pediatrics,  who  heads  the  CMC 
Steering  Committee.  "Our  specialists 
provide  services  to  children  and  their 
families  that  are  not  available  at  any  other 
single  location  in  the  region."

To  see  their  doctors,  parents  now  take 
their  children  to  the  new  Joseph  T. 
Benedict  Building,  UMMC's  first  new 
patient  care  structure  since  the  hospital 
opened  in  1976.  Explosive  growth  in 
pediatric  and  adult  outpatient  visits  - 
from  87,000  in  1980  to  more  than 
200,000  in  1990  -  created  a  critical  need 
for  more  space. 

"When  I  think  of  the  Medical  Center,  I 
think  of  it  almost  like  an  adolescent  that 
has  outgrown  its  clothes,"  says  Gail 
Frieswick,  EdD,  vice  chancellor  and  hos- 
pital director.  The  limitations  of  clinic 
space  designed  more  than  20  years  ago 
posed  increasing  challenges,  she  notes,  as 
the  services  provided  by  UMass  grew  in 
number  and  complexity. 

Named  in  honor  of  the  founding  chair  of 
UMMC's  Hospital  Management  Board, 
the  Benedict  Building  provides  21st-cen- 
tury space  for  UMMC's  services  in  adult 
primary  care,  psychiatry,  behavioral  medi- 
cine, family  medicine  and  employee 
health,  as  well  as  pediatric  primary  care 
and  subspecialties.  In  turn,  relocation  of 
these  services  to  the  new  building  allows 
expansion  of  the  clinics  that  remain  in  the 
hospital. 


The  Benedict  Building's  first  two  floors 
provide  approximately  44,000  square  feet 
of  patient-care  space.  The  third  floor,  to 
be  occupied  by  summer  1993,  will  house 
outpatient  administration  and  related 
academic  activities. 


Two  BIOTECH 


Antidotes  for  growing  pains  didn't  stop  at 
the  campus  boundaries.  What  began  as 
leased  space  for  UMMC's  Program  in 
Molecular  Medicine  (PMM)  -  at  Two 
Biotech  in  the  Massachusetts  Biotechno- 
logy Research  Park  across  Plantation 
Street  -  became  part  of  UMass,  with  the 
agreement  made  in  1 992  to  buy  the 
building. 

Last  year,  the  PMM  attracted  nearly 
$9  million  in  direct  and  indirect  research 
fiinding  to  UMass.  Now,  relocation  of 
Two  Biotech's  other  tenants  will  provide 
expansion  space  that  enhances  UMMC's 
overall  research  mission,  which  in  FY  93 
is  expected  to  bring  in  $58  million  (see 
page  30).  Some  of  the  technology  result- 
ing from  this  research  ultimately  will  be 
transferred  to  the  private  sector  for  com- 
mercial use.  And  Two  Biotech  will 
become  the  base  for  the  new  Cancer 
Center  to  be  developed  in  1 993  by  Peter 
Quesenberry,  MD  (see  page  13). 

According  to  Richard  Stanton,  deputy 
chancellor,  the  purchase  and  financing  of 
Two  Biotech  was  the  first  time  the  med- 
ical school  brought  a  bond  issue  to  mar- 
ket, using  "new  tools"  through  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Foundation 


and  the  Massachusetts  Health  and 
Educational  Facilities  Authority.  The 
favorable  rate  received  and  successfiil 
completion  of  the  transfer  "serves  as  a 
guide  to  meeting  future  growth  and 
expansion  needs  of  the  Medical  Center," 
he  says. 

As  Worcester's  largest  employer,  the 
Medical  Center  still  counts  the  great 
majority  of  its  workforce  on  the  hillside 
campus  above  Lake  Quinsigamond.  But 
as  a  result  of  significant  changes  that  took 
place  last  year,  two  downtown  locations 
became  UMass  workplaces  as  well. 


Peoples  bank  Building 


When  Worcester's  venerable  Norton 
Company  moved  its  executive  offices  to 
the  city's  Greendale  section,  it  left:  vacant 
three  floors  of  the  Peoples  Bank  Building 
at  Worcester  Center.  Sensitive  to  commu- 
nity concerns  about  downtown's  viability, 
Norton  donated  the  50,000  square  feet  to 
the  University  of  Massachusetts  Medical 
Center  Foundation  for  the  three  years 
remaining  in  the  lease. 

"We  believe  that  UMass  is  a  valuable 
resource  for  Worcester,"  says  Michel  L. 
Besson,  president  and  CEO  of  Norton 
Company.  "We're  pleased  that  we've  been 
able  to  help  this  vital  medical  center  ex- 
pand its  services  to  the  community  and  at 
the  same  time  put  an  available  Norton 
asset  to  good  use."

Part  of  the  Norton  space  at  Peoples  Bank 
was  converted  for  use  by  UMMC's  Group 
Practice  Plan,  whose  1 00  employees  com- 
prise the  administrative  staff  for  the  med- 
ical school's  clinical  faculty  members.  The 
remainder  houses  UMasss  departments  of 
continuing  medical  education,  marketing 
and  planning,  and  computer  applications. 

^X^ile  beset  by  delays  in  its  redevelop- 
ment, Worcester  Center  drew  renewed  life 
from  the  presence  of  these  employees  and 
the  estimated  3,000  physicians,  nurses, 
scientists  and  technicians  who  attended 
UMass  continuing  medical  education 
programs  there  last  year.  The  conference 
facilities  in  the  Peoples  Bank  space  are 
ideal  for  such  programs  and  conveniently 
located  for  area  healthcare  professionals  — 
in  short,  the  kind  of  meeting  space  that's 
unavailable  on  the  main  campus  and  pre- 
viously had  to  be  rented. 

Donald  J.  Hnatowich,  PhD,  professor  of 
nuclear  medicine,  whose  international 
symposium  on  radiopharmacokinetics 
took  place  there,  says  that  having  "our 
own  conference  facility  downtown 
allowed  us  to  offer  an  affordable  program 
in  an  attractive  and  functional  space.  For 
the  conference  participants,  the  central 
location  meant  just  a  short  walk  to  hotels, 
restaurants  and  Worcester  sites."

UMass  City  Campus; 


About  a  half  mile  away,  just  off  Chandler 
Street  in  the  Piedmont  neighborhood, 
transition  of  the  former  Worcester  City 
Hospital  to  a  comprehensive,  communi- 
ty-based healthcare  center  was  finalized  in 
1992,  officially  making  the  urban  site 
UMass  City  Campus. 

The  transition  marked  the  end  of  a  year- 
long effort  to  rehabilitate  the  former 
municipal  hospital.  It  had  closed  as  an 
acute  care  facility  in  September  1991, 
threatening  financial  disaster  for  the  city. 
At  the  request  of  David  Forsberg  of 
Worcester,  who  was  then  the  common- 
wealth's secretary  of  health  and  human 
services,  UMass  assumed  responsibility  for 
the  site  and  worked  together  with  city  and 
state  officials,  the  Worcester  Health  and 
Hospitals  Authority,  and  several  area 
health  agencies,  to  form  a  community 
healthcare  collaborative.

Community  Healthlink 


Community  Healthlink,  the  private, 
nonprofit  organization  formerly  know^n 
as  the  Worcester  Area  Community 
Mental  Health  Center,  provides  compre- 
hensive mental  health  services  for  the 
people  of  the  city,  including  the  homeless 
population.  Healthlink's  Thayer  Institute 
runs  the  alcohol  detoxification  and

driving-under-the-influence  (DUI) 
programs  at  City  Campus,  under  the 
clinical  supervision  of  UMMC  s 
Department  of  Psychiatry. 

This  new^  partnership  with  UMass 
allowed  the  city  to  continue  its  alcohol 
detox  program  and  to  bring  one  of  only 
two  DUI  programs  in  the  common- 
wealth to  City  Campus,  according  to 
Paul  S.  Appelbaum,  MD,  professor  and 
chair  of  psychiatry.  "It  also  allowed  us  to 
include  alcohol,  substance  abuse,  and  a 
potential  outpatient  rehabilitation  pro- 
gram to  be  included  in  the  array  of  clini- 
cal services  we  provide,"  he  points  out. 


HIV/AIDS  NURSING 


Also  in  the  inner  city,  the  benefits  of 
a  new  UMass  nursing  program  began 
to  emerge  last  year,  through  its  first 
graduate's  work  in  the  city's  Homeless 
Outreach  and  Advocacy  Project 
(HOAP).  The  HIV/AIDS  subspecialty 
developed  by  the  Graduate  School  of 
Nursing  is  one  of  just  five  in  the  coimtry 
funded  by  a  three-year  grant  from  the 
U.S.  Health  Resources  and  Services

Forensic  Services 


The  region's  court  proceedings  also  feel 
the  impact  of  UMass  in  the  area  of  men- 
tal health,  through  a  unique  collabora- 
tion between  the  medical  and  legal  sys- 
tems. Funded  by  a  grant  last  year  from 
the  Massachusetts  Bar  Foundation,  the 
Department  of  Psychiatry's  Child  and 
Family  Forensic  Services  (CFFS)  is 
directed  by  Assistant  Professor  Geri 
Fuhrmann,  PsyD. 

It  offers  psychological  evaluations  and 
consultations  to  Worcester  courts  in  cases 
involving  children,  such  as  complex 
divorce,  custody  and  visitation  disputes. 
In  addition,  CFFS  sponsors  educational 
conferences  for  members  of  the  mental 
health,  social  services  and  legal  commu- 
nities.

A  Massachusetts  Probate  and  Family 
Court  judge  calls  the  program  "an  invalu- 
able resource."  Associate  Justice  Arline  S. 
Rotman  of  the  Worcester  County 
Division  says  family  courts  increasingly 
are  being  called  upon  to  determine  diffi- 
cult questions  of  custody,  parental  com- 
petence and  allegations  of  physical  or  sex- 
ual abuse.

EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICES 


Throughout  the  city,  a  highly  visible 
UMiiss  presence  is  Worcester  Emergency 
Medical  Services,  which  became  part  of 
UMMC  when  City  Hospital  closed.  The 
EMS  has  implemented  a  number  of 
improvements  to  become  a  more  efficient, 
better-equipped  municipal  ambulance 
service. 

Still  dispatched  from  the  91 1  center  at  the 
Worcester  Police  Department,  Worcester 
EMS  acquired  six  new  ambulances  in 
1992,  three  of  which  are  stationed  on 
standby  at  various  sites  around  the  city, 
including  City  Campus.  The  remaining 
three  are  based  at  UMass. 


The  ambulance  service,  which  answers 
16,000  calls  annually,  has  maintained  a 
response  time  of  five  minutes,  which  is 
three  minutes  under  the  national  stan- 
dard. Staffed  by  advanced  life-support 
paramedics,  EMS  ambulances  are  pre- 
pared to  respond  with  more  equipment 
and  staff  during  disaster  and  mass-casual- 
ty incidents. 

An  innovation  made  possible  by 
UMMC's  operation  of  the  EMS  is  air- 
ground  integration  with  UMass-based 
New  England  Life  Flight,  which  celebrat- 
ed its  10th  anniversary  in  the  fall.  When 
bad  weather  prevents  a  helicopter  from 
transporting  critical  patients,  UMass  can 
dispatch  a  flight  nurse  and  flight  physi- 
cian to  the  scene  by  ground  transport.  A 
second  helicopter,  approved  last  fall  on  a 
trial  basis,  added  a  12-hour  backup  capac- 
ity to  transport  critical  patients  when  the 
primary  aircraft  is  unavailable.

TRI-RlVER  FAMILY  HEALTH  CENTER 


Beyond  the  city's  boundaries,  construc- 
tion began  on  a  20,000-square-foot  clini- 
cal addition  to  the  Tri-River  Family 
Health  Center,  a  UMass  satellite  in 
Uxbridge.  The  facility  will  house  a  new 
obstetrics  and  gynecology  service, 
expanded  internal  medicine  and  pedi- 
atrics clinics,  diagnostic  laboratories,  and 
x-ray  and  medical  records  departments. 

Tri-River  opened  in  1978  to  meet  the 
healthcare  needs  of  Blackstone  Valley,  a 
federally  designated  "critical  health  man- 
power shortage  area."  Today  a  staff  of  40, 
including  10  full-time  physicians,  handles 
34,000  patient  visits  a  year  by  residents  of 
south-central  Massachusetts  and  northern 
Rhode  Island.  In  addition,  Tri-River 


serves  as  a  community-based  primary 
care  training  site  for  UMass  resident 
physicians  and  medical  students,  reinforc- 
ing the  initiative  to  educate  generalist 
physicians  (see  page  12). 

Tri-River  exemplifies  collaboration 
among  several  small  towns,  their  commu- 
nity hospital  -  Milford-Whitinsville 
Regional  Hospital  (MWRH)  -  and 
UMass  Hospital.  UMMC  last  year 
became  affiliated  with  MWRH  in  a  move 
to  develop  closer  linkages  with  communi- 
ty-based physicians.  For  MWRH  physi- 
cians, the  partnership  gives  them  better 
access  to  the  latest  medical  technology, 
some  of  which  will  be  transferred  to 
MWRH,  and  to  the  broad  range  of  spe- 
cialized UMMC  services.  Additionally, 
the  educational  affiliation  (see  page  12) 
enables  these  physicians  to  teach  students 
in  the  community  hospital  setting. 

MWRH  President  Frank  Saba  says  the 
expanded  partnership  with  UMass  is 
"the  start  of  a  new  and  important  era"  for 
MWRH  and  the  communities  it  serves. 
For  its  part,  UMass  expects  to  develop 
similar  affiliations  in  northern  Worcester 
County  in  the  coming  months,  as  it 
takes  part  in  the  hospital  industry's 
movement  toward  regionally  integrated 
health  systems. 
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The  Year  in  review 

ighlights  of  the  past  year  reflect  the 
Medical  Centers  mission  to  meet  the 
healthcare  needs  of  the  commonwealth 
through  excellence  in  education,  service 
and  research.  Also  noted  is  a  sampling  of 
faculty  and  staff  achievements  and  honors. 


Education 


UMass  was  awarded  a  preliminary  grant 
by  the  Robert  Wood  Johnson  Foundation 
to  take  part  in  a  long-term  project  that  will 
address  the  nation's  shortage  of  generalist 
physicians.  Called  the  Generalist  Physician 
Initiative,  the  project  will  put  forth  a  com- 
prehensive, integrated  and  creative  set  of 
initiatives  aimed  at  increasing  the  number 
of  students  and  residents  pursuing  careers 
in  pediatrics,  family  and  internal  medicine. 
The  initial  $150,000  grant  will  enable 
UMass  to  prepare  a  master  proposal  and 
compete  for  a  six-year,  $2.4  million  award. 
UMass  was  one  of  1 8  medical  institutions 
(out  of  83)  to  make  the  first  round;  up  to 
12  finalists  will  be  chosen  for  the  major 
award. 


■  The  widest-ranging  series  of  special 
events  undertaken  by  UMMC  in  recent 
years  successfully  brought  together 
Worcester's  educational,  business,  academic 
and  legislative  communities  to  promote  the 
importance  of  science  in  the  community. 
UMMC  was  selected  as  regional  sponsor  of 
the  nationwide  program  Salute  to  Science 
by  the  Alcohol,  Drug  Abuse  and  Mental 
Health  Administration  and  the  Association 
of  Academic  Health  Centers  (AAHC). 

Under  the  leadership  of  Thomas  Miller, 
PhD,  dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of 
Biomedical  Sciences,  and  Jeffrey  Geller, 
MD,  professor  of  psychiatry,  a  planning 
committee  worked  for  nearly  a  year  to 
organize  an  ambitious,  three-day  spring 
program  designed  to  create  awareness  and 
excitement  about  science  and  research  in 
the  community.  A  major  component  of 
Salute  to  Science  involved  students,  teachers 
and  administrators  from  Worcester  public 
schools  in  lectures,  workshops  and  tours  on 
campus.  In  addition,  more  than  40  "visit- 
ing scientists"  from  UMMC  conducted 
math  and  science  activities  in  53  class- 
rooms of  11  elementary  schools. 

As  part  of  the  event,  recognition  was  given 
to  special  guests  Lamar  Soutter,  MD, 
founding  dean  of  the  medical  school  and 
UMMC's  first  chancellor,  and  Roger 
Bulger,  MD,  second  chancellor/dean  and 
now  chief  executive  officer  of  AAHC. 
Guest  speakers  included  leading  scientists 
from  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences 
and  the  National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health. 


■  In  response  to  an  increasing  demand  for 
primary  care  providers,  the  Graduate 
School  of  Nursing  offered  for  the  first  time 
a  post-master's  certificate  option  in  the  spe- 
cialty of  adult  nurse  practitioner  prepara- 
tion. Nurses  with  master's  degrees  in  other 
nursing  specialties  now  can  pursue  a  nurse 
practitioner  program.  All  students  current- 
ly enrolled  in  the  program  are  from  Central 
Massachusetts. 

■  James  McGuire,  MD,  UMMS  74,  who 
was  the  first  student  accepted  by  the  med- 
ical school  in  1970,  has  been  named  chief 
of  staff  at  Stanford  University  Hospital. 

■  The  Department  of  Medicine  expanded 
its  educational  programs  at  the  Milford- 
Whitinsville  Regional  Hospital  to  offer 
inpatient  training  for  third-  and  fourth- 
year  medical  students.  The  hospital  also  is  a 
site  for  educating  students  in  the  delivery 
of  healthcare  in  the  outpatient  setting. 

■  The  Graduate  School  of  Nursing  held 
its  first  research  symposium  for  graduate 
nursing  students,  with  Pamela  Maraldo, 
PhD,  chief  executive  officer  of  the  National 
League  for  Nursing,  as  keynote  speaker. 
The  event  was  titled  "Healthcare  Reform: 
Implications  for  Nursing  Education, 
Research  and  Practice." 

■  The  Infectious  Diseases  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine  developed  an 
educational  program  to  help  primary  care 
physicians  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  individuals  infected  with  HIV.  The  pro- 
gram is  being  carried  out  at  the  Great 
Brook  Valley  Health  Center. 
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■  Peter  J.  Quesenberry,  MD,  w;is  recruit- 
ed from  the  University  of  Virginia  Health 
Sciences  Center  to  direct  UMMC's  new 
Cancer  Center.  He  was  appointed  professor 
of  medicine.  Dr.  Quesenberry's  team 
includes  F.  Marc  Stewart,  MD,  named 
director  of  hematology  and  oncology  and 
associate  professor  of  medicine,  and  Philip 
Lowry,  MD,  assistant  professor  of  medicine 
and  director  of  the  Bone  Marrow 
Transplant  Unit  being  developed. 
Quesenberry  and  his  colleagues  are  world 
renowned  experts  in  research  involving  dis- 
orders of  the  hematopoietic  system  (pro- 
duction and  development  of  blood  cells) 
and  in  novel  clinical  approaches  toward 
managing  malignancies,  including  bone 
marrow  transplantation.  Quesenberry  and 
Stewart  also  will  be  instrumental  in  reshap- 
ing and  developing  cancer  research  and 
clinical  efforts  at  the  Medical  Center.  The 
Bone  Marrow  Transplant  Unit  will  repre- 
sent the  first  program  of  its  kind  in 
Massachusetts  outside  Boston. 

■  Specialized  care  for  mothers  and  chil- 
dren with  AIDS  is  offered  at  the  Lowell 
Community  Health  Center  in  a  clinic 
established  by  UMMC's  Pediatric  HFV 
Program.  The  federally  funded  clinic  is 
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modeled  after  a  UMMC  program  begun  in 
1 990  at  the  Greater  Lawrence  Family 
Health  Center. 

I  The  Transplantation  Surgery  Program, 
which  has  performed  1 60  kidney  trans- 
plants since  it  began  in  1986,  received 
approval  from  the  state  to  perform  pancreas 
transplants,  as  well.  Of  the  1 5  New 
England  centers  for  transplantation, 
UMMC  is  one  of  only  four  that  have  a 
pancreatic  program.  Since  1990,  its  one- 
year  kidney  transplant  success  rate  has  been 
greater  than  90  percent  -  significantly  bet- 
ter than  the  predicted  national  outcome  as 
detailed  in  a  report  by  the  National  Organ 
Procurement  and  Transplantation 
Network.  Improved  patient  selection  and 
preparation,  as  well  as  continued  long-term 
follow-up  and  close  monitoring,  are  credit- 
ed for  UMMC's  high  degree  of  success.

■  Outpatient  psychiatry  opened  the  state's 
first  comprehensive  Premenstrual 
Syndrome  Clinic.  The  program  offers  diag- 
nostic evaluation,  medical  and  non-med- 
ical treatment,  as  well  as  consultation  to 
physicians  in  Worcester.  Founded  and 
directed  by  Andrea  B.  Stone,  MD,  assistant 
professor  of  psychiatry,  the  clinic  also  is 
conducting  related  research. 

■  New  England's  only  multi-disciplinary 
clinic  for  venous  diseases  was  established  by 
Michael  J.  Rohrer,  MD,  and  Raymond  M. 
Dunn,  MD,  assistant  professors  of  surgery, 
in  collaboration  with  the  Division  of 
Dermatology  and  the  Department  of 
Radiology.  The  clinic  treats  such  disorders 
as  varicose  veins,  venous  leg  ulcers  and 
phlebitis. 

■  A  new  service  for  international  travelers 
was  established  by  the  Division  of 
Infectious  Diseases.  One  of  only  two  uni- 
versity-based travel  clinics  in  the  state,  the 
UMMC  Traveler's  Health  Service  provides 
vaccinations  and  information  relating  to 
specific  diseases,  including  the  latest  on  dis- 
ease outbreaks  around  the  world. 

I  Significant  expansion  of  health  services 
to  children  south  of  Worcester  was  made 
possible  by  the  relocation  of  UMMC's 
South  County  Pediatric  Center  to 
Hubbard  Regional  Hospital  in  Webster. 

■  The  Division  of  Renal  Medicine 
became  responsible  for  the  medical  direc- 
torship of  University  Dialysis  Center,  a  pri- 
vately owned  and  operated  facility  located 
in  Shrewsbury. 


B  A  Division  of  Pediatric  Emergency 
Services  was  established  by  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics.  Plans  are  under  way  for  a 
separate  area  within  the  Emergency 
Department,  designed  for  the  needs  of 
children.  Pediatric  emergency  specialists 
will  staff  the  new  service. 

■  The  Division  of  Digestive  Diseases  and 
Nutrition  established  the  Liver,  Biliary  and 
Pancreatic  Center,  the  only  such  facility  in 
Central  Massachusetts  and  one  of  only  a 
few  in  New  England.  The  program  is 
designed  to  treat  all  diseases  and  disorders 
of  the  liver  and  pancreas.  Directed  by 
Herbert  Bonkovsky,  MD,  professor  of 
medicine  and  biochemistry  &  molecular 
biology,  the  division  also  established  a  pro- 
gram for  the  study  of  disorders  of  iron  and 
porphyrin  metabolism.  (Porphyrias  arise 
from  the  partial  deficiency  of  liver 
enzymes.) 

I  The  Department  of  Orthopedics  estab- 
lished a  clinic  at  Fairlawn  Rehabilitation 
Hospital  to  treat  patients  with  muscle  spas- 
ticity resulting  from  brain  trauma.  Patients 
are  treated  with  selective  blocks  and  med- 
ications. 

H  Official  status  as  a  Cystic  Fibrosis 
Center  was  awarded  to  the  Pulmonary 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics, 
Children's  Medical  Center.  Only  UMMC's 
program  —  which  has  been  treating  patients 
with  CF  since  1 98 1  -  was  certified  by  the 
Cystic  Fibrosis  Foundation  at  the  national 
level  this  year.  Certification  indicates  that 
UMass  has  met  strict  criteria  in  the  areas  of 
patient  care,  teaching  and  research. 


Research 


In  FY  92,  funding  for  research  totaled  $56 
million  (see  page  30);  it  is  projected  to  be  $58 
million  in  FY 93.  The  medical  school  ranks 
second  among  the  10 public  medical  schools 
in  the  Northeast,  based  on  the  amount  of 
research  funds  awarded  by  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health,  and  in  the  upper  third 
among  all  of  the  country's  medical  schools. 
Among  the  33  medical  schools  founded  since 
1965  -  both  public  and  private  —  UMass 
ranks  third  in  NIH funding.  Following  is  a 
sample  of  last  years  research  highlights. 

■  UMass  was  selected  as  a  participant  in 
the  first  large-scale  national  breast  cancer 
prevention  study  for  women  at  increased 
risk  for  the  disease.  UMMC  is  one  of  270 
sites  across  the  U.S.  and  Canada  participat- 
ing in  the  five-year  study,  conducted  by  the 
National  Surgical  Adjuvant  Breast  and 
Bowel  Project  and  fianded  by  the  National 
Cancer  Institute.  The  trial  is  designed  to 
determine  whether  taking  the  drug  tamox- 
ifen will  prevent  breast  cancer.  Mary 
Costanza,  MD,  professor  of  medicine,  is 
principal  investigator  for  the  UMass  com- 
ponent, which  administers  a  group  of  10 
participating  hospitals  in  Central 
Massachusetts. 

■  To  test  drugs  that  fight  HIV  in  chil- 
dren, the  National  Institute  of  Allergy  and 
Infectious  Diseases  awarded  UMMC  a 
five-year,  $1.8  million  grant.  The  principal 
investigator  is  John  Sullivan,  MD,  profes- 
sor and  vice  chair  of  pediatrics,  and  profes- 
sor of  pathology  and  molecular  genetics  & 
microbiology.  UMMC  is  one  of  24  pedi- 
atric ACTG  (AIDS  Clinical  Trials  Group) 
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units  in  a  U.S.  cooperative  network  estab- 
lished in  1986.  Sullivan  and  his  team  will 
oversee  studies  by  the  Western  New 
England  Pediatric  Clinical  Trials  Group, 
which  will  test  vaccines  on  HIV-infected 
pregnant  women  in  hopes  of  protecting 
newborns  from  infection. 

■  Kenneth  L.  Noller,  MD,  professor  and 
chair  of  obstetrics  &  gynecology,  received 
funding  from  the  National  Cancer  Institute 
to  continue  studies  of  men  and  women 
exposed  before  birth  to  Diethylstilbestrol 
(DES),  a  drug  formerly  used  to  prevent 
miscarriage.  The  three-year  award  is  for 
$933,385. 

■  UMMC  is  one  of  only  six  centers  in  the 
U.S.  and  Canada  selected  to  participate  in 
an  international  study  aimed  at  accelerating 
the  pace  of  research  to  cure  diabetes.  With  a 
$3.5  million,  five-year  grant  from  the 
Juvenile  Diabetes  Foundation,  UMMC 
researchers  will  focus  on  inducing  tolerance 
of  transplanted  insulin-producing  tissue. 
The  study  is  led  by  Aldo  Rossini,  MD,  pro- 
fessor of  medicine  and  director  of  the 
Division  of  Diabetes. 

I  Arthur  D.  Anastopoulos,  PhD,  associate 
professor  of  psychiatry  and  pediatrics,  is  the 
principal  investigator  of  a  three-year  study 
funded  by  the  National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health.  Within  a  population  of  children 
with  attention  deficit  hyperactivity  disorder, 
the  study  will  assess  the  impact  of  co-mor- 
bidity (other  conditions  that  occur  simulta- 
neously with  ADHD)  on  parent  training 
outcome.  The  research  team  also  will 
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examine  the  clinical  efficacy  of  a  combined 
parent  training-counseling  program  versus 
parent  counseling  alone. 

I  A  four-year  cooperative  effort  to  help 
people  stop  smoking  celebrated  its  accom- 
plishments in  1992.  The  medical  school, 
together  with  volunteers  from  the  nearby 
"twin  cities"  of  Fitchburg  and  Leominster, 
comprised  one  of  1 1  components  nation- 
wide -  and  the  only  one  in  New  England  - 
selected  to  participate  in  the  study.  Titled 
Community  Intervention  Trial  for 
Smoking  Cessation  (COMMIT),  this 
largest-ever  federally  funded  smoking  con- 
trol study  targeted  worksites,  schools  and 
physician  training  for  implementing  smok- 
ing intervention  techniques.  The  UMass 
director  was  Judith  Ockene,  PhD,  professor 
of  medicine  and  director,  preventive  and 
behavioral  medicine.

I  The  Child  Care  Center  doubled  its 
capacity  by  opening  a  second  facility  and 
adding  coverage  for  another  shift.  Now 
located  on  Country  Club  Boulevard  as  well 
as  on  the  UMMC  campus,  Child  Care 
Services  provides  care  for  children  from 
infancy  through  pre-school,  on  a 
sliding  fee  schedule.

He  holds  the  same  position  with  Trust  of  New 
England  Inc./Better  Homes  &  Gardens  Real  Estate  Service. 

A  past  president  of  the  Worcester  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Downtown  Worcester 
Development  Corporation,  he  currently  serves  on  UMMC's  Hospital  Management  Board.  He 
also  is  a  director  of  Community  Healthlink  and  the  Worcester  Municipal  Research  Bureau. 

Kelleher  describes  the  Foundation  as  "a  vehicle  which  can  be  of  tremendous  value  to  UMMC  in 
fulfilling  its  mission.  In  turn,  we  in  the  community  need  to  recognize  the  value  of  this  growing 
institution,  both  as  an  economic  engine  and  as  a  healthcare  resource  equal  to  any." 

The  Foundation  operates  under  its  own  charter  as  a  non-governmental,  charitable  organization. 
Its  directors  (opposite  page  32)  share  a  vision  where  financial  support  can  be  provided  to  initiate 
scholarships  for  needy  students,  establish  endowed  professorships  and  academic  chairs,  and 
substantially  assist  in  important  medical  research  programs. 

"These  are  accomplished  through  advocacy,  fiandraising,  and  through  leveraging  the  non- 
financial  assets  of  the  institution  to  take  advantage  of  opportunities  that  arise,"  said  Kelleher.

Major  Gifts  Support  Plans  for  learning  Center 


The  Medical  Center  is  closer  to  realizing  its  goal  of  building  a  Learning  Center  on  campus  since 
receiving  generous  gifts  from  two  philanthropists  -  Salah  M.  Hassanein  of  New  Jersey  and  Jacob 
Hiatt  of  Worcester. 

When  plans  for  UMMC  were  developed  in  the  mid-1960s,  it  was  in  vogue  to  lecture  to  medical 
students  in  large  amphitheaters.  Today,  educators  recognize  that  smaller  classrooms  encourage 
interactive  learning  experiences.  But  little  has  changed  since  the  1973  opening  of  UMMC's 
school  building,  where  students  attend  classes  in  three  large  amphitheaters  and  some  small 
temporary  classrooms. 

To  create  the  new  Learning  Center,  two  courtyards  that  flank  the  Lamar  Soutter  Library  will  be 
transformed  into  16  classrooms  and  two  small,  intimate  amphitheaters.  Architectural  plans 
provide  two  levels  of  critically  needed  teaching  and  conference  space,  with  all  student  educational 
activities  consolidated  into  one  area.  Anticipated  support  for  construction  will  come  from 
foundations  and  corporations,  as  well  as  from  alumni  and  other  individual  philanthropists. 

Salah  M.  Hassanein,  president  of  Warner  Brothers  International  Theaters,  is  known  throughout 
the  world  for  his  philanthropic  endeavors  in  the  healthcare  field.  The  45-year  veteran  of  the 
motion  picture  industry  is  celebrated  for  his  work  with  Variety  Clubs  International,  the  Will 
Rogers  Memorial  Fund  and  the  Foundation  of  the  Motion  Picture  Pioneers.  In  1 992  he  received 
a  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  degree  from  UMMC. 

Jacob  Hiatt,  a  Worcester  industrialist  and  philanthropist,  is  a  benefactor  of  many  educational  and 
charitable  organizations.  A  recent  example  is  a  $500,000  scholarship  program  for  area  high 
school  seniors,  named  for  his  late  wife  Frances.  In  1986,  the  Frances  L.  Hiatt  Child  Care  Center 
was  dedicated  at  UMMC  in  recognition  of  Jacob  Hiatt's  support  of  the  Medical  Centers  child 
care  services.
